CONSERVING TRASH WITH 

HEAVY-DUTY CULTIVATOR 

The heavy-duty cultivator, equip- 
ed with 16 or 18-inch sweeps, can 
be either a good or a bad tillage 
tool for conserving protective trash 
cover on a summer-fallow field. 
A great deal depends on the 
operator. As much as 60 per cent 
and as little as none of the exist¬ 
ing trash cover was buried by one 
operation in studies conducted at 
Lethbridge. These studies were 
carried out to determine the effect 
of speed and depth of operation on 
trash conservation with the culti¬ 
vator.

had a strong Influence on the 
amount of trash conserved during 
summer fallowing. The burial of 
trash by each stroke, averaged 
over three operations at 2 inches 
deep, was 16 per cent for a speed 
of 3 m.p.h. and 23 per cent for a 
speed of 5 m.p.h. When depth was 
Increased to 4 inches, average 
burial increased to 23 per cent for 
the 3 m.p.h. speed and to 26 per 
cent for the 5 m.p.h. speed. Burial 
of trash inci cased as speed in¬ 
creased and as depth of tillage inr 
creased. 

Most of the burial occurred dur¬ 
ing the first operation. At 3 m.p.h. 
and 2 inches deep the cultivator 
buried 30 per cent or 450 pounds 
of an original 1,500 pound cover. 
On the same field, where operated 
4 inches deep at 5 m.p.h., it buried 
60 per cent or 900 pounds of the 
cover. Two subsequent operations 
on the same field and at the same 
depths and speeds buried smaller 
additional amounts of cover. The 
slow speed, shallow-depth tillage 
left 55 per cent or 825 pounds of 
trash after three operations while 
the high-speed deeper tillage oper¬ 
ations left 25 per cent or 375 
pounds of protective trash. In the 
first case the soil had some wind 
protection, but in the second case 
it was practically unprotected. 

Soil conditions influenced trash 
conservation. It was noted that 
when the soil was firm and had a 
moisture content “just right” for 
tillage, the cultivator buried sub¬ 
stantial quantities of trash, par¬ 
ticularly if operated at a high 
speed. Such soil conditions are fre¬ 
quently encountered during the 
first spring operation or in the 
summer after rain has firmed the 
soil. When the culitivator was 
operated in a fairly dry but un¬ 
consolidated or loose soil, only 
small amounts of trash were 
buried. 

Best trash conservation, hence 
best wind erosion protection, was 
obtained when the machine was 
operated at a shallow depth and 
at a moderate speed. Careful re¬ 
gulation of speed and depth of til¬ 
lage was particularly important 
during the fust operation on sum¬ 
mer fallow.
